Whiz we are quite ready. to admit that 
some improvements might be very well 
effeoted in our means for extinguishing 
fires, in regard, for instance, to the supply 
of water on the higher levels of the

advotate the elaborate aa of alarma 
proposed by Mr Granville Sharp—-at 
least, if the expense is to be. defrayed 
out of the public funds, If the Insu- 
rance Companies see fit to introduce 
such a system here at their own expense, 
why, in that casa wo would hail 
its. advent with considerable satis- 
faction. Mr Sharp stated at a re- 
cent meeting ‘of. a Fire Insurance Com- 


pany that we tight have a fire here as’ 


serious as those, we. hear of in Lon- 
don and other large towns, Strange 
things do happon, it-is true, but we are 
inolined to think, after all, that Hong- 


kong does not offer as many facilities for” 


large and dovastating fires as many other 
places of an equal site, Then again our. 
existing means for extinguishing fires are 
by no means contemptible, putting aside 
the miserable supply of water on the high- 
er levels, aid will, we think, compat 
favourably. with those of the majority 
of towns in England, Tires are na- 
turally mote destructive when they 
take place in a compact mass of build- 
ings, than in ‘a town which is long 
and straggling, Now, @ glance ata 
plan of Victotia shows st, once that 
the town consists of a comparatively 
narrow Jive. of buildings, runing along 
the: edge. of ‘the water for a distance of 
somewhere about a couple of tuiles, ‘The’ 
thickest, aad what would be in a general 
way the mont dangerous; portion of the 
line.is where the Enropean houses are 
chiefly situated, but we venture to think 
there atta few collections of buildings 
offering less faoilities for the spread of 
fires than the European portion of thia 
Colony, -A very large proportion of the 
ngs are detached or semi-detached j 
the streets are of a decent width, and.

At half-past five o’clook a foreigner went 
into the Exchange Shop of Cheng Zing at 
No, 186,and producing what anpearot to 
bea note of the Hongkong and hanghai 
Bank, asked for charge. When asked by 
the Chinamah in charge what sort of money 
he wanted, he replied “ anything oan do,” 
but afterwards exprossed a preference for 
Japanese money. In answer to another 
question he.replied that he had lately come 
from Hongkong, and that he was stopping 
at No, 20, the Grand Hotel. The“ feal” 
of the note not being satisfactory, and its 
appearance & little suspicious, the money: 
changer made an excuse that,-the amount. 
béing large, he had not the fall change in 
the house and would have to go and get it. 
He went immediately to’ the Hongkong 
Shanghai Bank where he called a shroff, 
who-verified his suspicions that the note
